Go west, young man—or east or north 
or south—just so you go to college. 
Figures just released to Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Co. in its 28th 
annual employment survey of U.S. college 
graduating classes reveals that grads of the 
class of '63 did even better than those of 
the previous year. 
Automation, which hangs like a specter 
over 
the 
livelihood 
of 
thousands, 
has 
created other thousands of new opportuni­ 
ties for college graduates. Not all are scien­ 
tific or technical opportunities, for even 
electronic computer work requires admin­ 
istrative and managerial personnel. 
More jobs—at higher salaries—absorbed 
90 per cent of engineering job candidates, 
80 per cent of business school and 70 per 
cent of liberal arts majors even before 
commencement time. Nearly all job seek­ 
ers are expected to be placed by October. 
An estimated 48,000 new engineers will 
be needed every year during this decade— 
11,000 less than are currently graduated 
every year. Starting salaries for bachelor 
engineers were $600 to $610 a month. 
For business graduates, salaries ranged 
from $473 to $500, with accountants aver­ 
r in g $525. Liberal arts bachelors not ma­ 
joring in physical sciences settled for $460 
to $485, with physical scientists, (chemistry, 
math, etc.) averaging $550. 
Stiff competition for graduates—and cor­ 
respondingly inflated pay—in the missile 
and space fields attracted more students 
than there were jobs in that area. 
One major area of opportunity was found 
by the survey to be neglected or by-passed 
by students—sales. 


A HEALTH-Y COURSE 
Secretary Anthony J. Celebrezze of the 
U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare has just given the nation’s capi­ 
tal what must be the shock of its life. 
He has had the unmitigated gall to econo 
size! 
Resisting the giddy feeling that comes 
with having $20.5 billion of public money 
to spend in one year—second biggest budget 
of any federal department—the former 
Cleveland, Ohio, newsboy who rose to 
mayor dared to shatter Washington tra­ 
dition in his first year of office by: 
Hiring 1,800 fewer employes than au­ 
thorized and thereby saving $8.1 million. 
Reorganizing social security and welfare 
functions of the department so they do not 
cost more, but less. 
Rejiggering and consolidating the pay­ 
roll system to save money. 
This may seem like heresy in Washing­ 
ton but it’s great news to the rest of the 
country. This is the kind of health, edu­ 
cation and economic welfare we like to see! 


HERALD IN THE TREE

The cicada is there described as the 17-year 
locust, and it is noted that the male “makes 
a loud, shrill sound by vibrating a special 
sound organ on its undersurface." 
Whatever the insect may be called, over 
a broad region of the United States this 
loud, shrill sound heralds the beginning of 
the end of summer. The sound is a kind 
of rhythmic, piercing hum that rises and 
falls again and again and then dies away.

GETTING TOO FAR O FF BASE 


Although I happen to bclie\e that the Com­ 
munists are trying to horn in on the agitation 
for civil rights for Negroes, I agree with those 
who think the issue of Commy intrusion is some­ 
thing of a red herring. Rights are rights, and they 
should be discussed on their own merits in rela­ 
tion to the U. S. Constitution without worrying 
unduly because the Communists happen to be 
paying lip service to them. However, there is 
something that is really muddying the waters as 
Negro organizations gird themselves for the big 
August 25 march on Washington, D. C. 
That “something” is the emergence of “kook,” 
or illiterate, economics, in the demands which the 
Negroes propose to take to Washington with 
them. 
According 
to 
the 
Negro 
organizations’ 
March Order manual, the projected business of 
the coming August 28 demonstration quite tran­ 
scends the problem of constitutional rights. The 
Negroes understandably insist on such items as 
desegregation of public schools, the right to non- 
disciimnatory public employment, and the right 
to unmolested use of the ballot. But when such 
demands as the ones for a “right” to massive 
federal public works programs, and for a mini­ 
mum wage of $2 an hour appear on the list for 
an August 28 presentation, the Negroes them­ 
selves are entitled to look closely for hoodwinked 
among them. 
The truth is that there ran be no such thing 
as a “right” to public works employment or a 
minimum wage. These things must come within 
the capacity of an economic system to simply 
them. They come under the heading of pruden­ 
tial legislation. In a poor, struggling economy, 
such as the one that pertains in the Cumberland 
and Ozark plateaus or the back country of Mis­ 
sissippi. the attempt to compel all employers to 
pay a minimum wage of $2 an hour would lead 
to many bankruptcies and the wholesale disap­ 
pearance of jobs. The attempt to transfer to a 
federal public woi ks project anyone who cannot 
earn $2 an hour at a profit to his employer must 
have its repercussions on the Gross National 
Product on the one hand, and the government’s 
ability to finance itself through taxation on the 
other. Keynesian intricacies of a subtle and baf­ 
fling nature obtrude. 
Even in prosperous regions of the North and 
East the employment situation is not at all sim­ 
ple. There must be thousands of Negro wives, for 
example, who supplement the family Income b.v 
doing domestic work. The going wage for such 
employment in my neck of the woods is around 
$10 a day. This, for a rather common six-hour 
day, comes to a little less than $1.70 an hour 
The attempt to add thirty cents more to the 
hourly wage by legal compulsion, piled on top 
of such things as employer assumption of social 
security and the provision of daily lunch and 
transportation, might be just too much for many 
employers of domestics to assume. The Negro is 
entitled, therefore, to question even the practical 
wisdom of his leaders in mixing a high minimum 
wage demand with the August 28 demonstration 
in behalf of rights of a constitutional nature Any 
thing that will serve to decrease the total amount 
of work available to him could be prudentially 
bad. 
The intrusion of public works and minimum 
wage demands into the August 28 picture is the 
red herring. Such demands have nothing what 
soever to d i with the legal rights of minorities 
as luch. If the Negro organizations insist on drag­ 
ging strictly prudential economic m atters into 
their current fight for "equal protection of the 
laws,” they run the risk of confusing racial issues 
with class war agitation. This is something the 
Communists would very much like to see happen 
The Communists hope to enlist the Negroes 
as a fighting arm of Marxist “proletariat.” To 
hell, they say, with the hopes of a Negro middle 
class. But do the Negroes want this? How will 
it help their struggle for rights? 
The trouble with the projected August 28 
demonstration is that it has become subject to 
seizure by Millenialists who want Utopia tomor 
row. I d like a $2 minimum wage. too. Not for 
myself, but for my 18-year-old son who is work­ 
ing for a landscaping company this summer at 
$1.35 an hour. He’s earning monev for college. 
The only drawback to trying to force his em­ 
ployer to pay him $2 an hour is that he’d he fired. 
The Gross National Product would shrink. m\ 
college bills would go up, and w’hose rights would 
be improved?

Why does your mother want to go to your 
parties? 
She is, I think, too young in heart. 
Look. Let

weddings, the birth of their own children. 
But 
it is at best a second-hand satisfaction.

— Not for a quite a long time 
have I dicussed the best time of 
year to buy foods, fuels, and 
other household necessities. Yet, 
there ii a best time to buy each 
item, and you may save consider­ 
able money if you know when 
it is, particularly if you are re­ 
sponsible for a large, healthy 
family. 
Importance of Freezing Units 
The biggest part of the family 
budget goes for food 
so that 
should get the most attention. 
Food expenditures for the aver­ 
age 
family 
heavily 
emphasize 
meat. Of course, you cannot get 
really big savings unless you 
have a freezer of considerable 
capacity, — so I heartily recom­ 
mend your buying one if you 
ha\e not yet done so. Otherwise, 
you can rent a unit in a public 
freezing 
storehouse, 
although 
that ,s not so cheap in the long 
mn nor so convenient as it is to 
have your own. An emergency 
generator is probably a 
good 
idea. too. to protect your food in 
the event of a 
public power 
failure. 
First, let us take a look at 
seasonal 
trends 
in 
meat 
and 
poultry prices. The best time to 
buy is usually during November 
and December when marketings 
of hogs, cattle and chickens are 
seasonally very heavy. The big 
influx of supplies at this time 
forces price concessions at retail 
counters. However, if you want 
the finest grades of heavy steer 
be*1!, I advise you to wait until 
late winter or even early spring. 
The best cuts can usually be 
bought at I he low est prices. 
Watch for “Wholesale” Prices 
In the past few years there 
has been an increase in ‘discount 
outlets” where you can buy meat 
and poultry at any time of the 
year considerably telow the re­ 
tail level. Practically every large 
city or community has at least 
one such dealer. Cuts of pork, 
lamb, and beef are packaged in 
marked 
plastic 
containers 
so 
that you can easily see what you 
have 
in your freezer. Poultry 
section*} 
can 
also 
be 
fought 
packaged separately, and they 
are clearly labeled 


Along with the sale of freezing 
units today, there are often food. 
buying programs that will ar­ 
range 
to 
keep 
your 
freezer 
stocked at prices well below tho 
prevailing retail rate. Some of 
these systems are genuine cost- 
savers, especially if your family 
is large; but be careful not to 
get tied up with a fly-by-night 
outfit if you go in for such a pro­ 
gram. 
Personally, 
under * mo6t 
conditions I would prefer to do 
my own buying, taking advan­ 
tage of seasonal bargains. 
Dairy Products and Eggs 
The heaviest laying season for 
hens is still March, April, and 
May. This means that egg prices 
are at their seasonal low point 
usually during the spring. Read­ 
ers should also note that spring 
eggs are the most successfully 
stored. 
Prices of dairy products gen­ 
erally are closely related to the 
milk flow, which reaches its sea­ 
sonal high about June. If you 
are interested in storing dairy 
products, the best buys in but­ 
ter can normally be expected in 
June or July. Cheese buying op­ 
portunities are delayed because 
of the long curing period; No­ 
vember seems about the best 
time for this commodity. 
Fuels and Miscellaneous Items 
In fuels, seasonal factors also 
play an important part in terms 
of prices. If you are heating with 
coal, you will save money by tak­ 
ing advantage of summer reduc­ 
tions. Heating oils and kerosene 
are usually cheapest during the 
summer because of mounting re­ 
finers' stocks, low demand, and 
intensive 
competition. 
Gasoline 
prices generally dip lowest in i 
mid-winter. 
Jot down the best seasonal 
buying time for a 
few other 
items: 
Canned 
peas. 
June; | 
canned corn, July; canned toma­ 
toes. 
August; 
canned 
salmon, 
usually August and September; 
dry beans, November and De­ 
cember; potatoes, late fall; rice 
and flour, August or September;

January ‘‘white sales.” But most 
important of all: Study the ad­ 
vertisements in your local news­ 
papers.

If you’ve gone to a great deal 
of work and trouble to make the 
outdoors m ore livable, m ake your 
efforts

which is more than just a light 
fixture on a long extension cord 
Rem em ber 
that 
more 
than 
just pleasure and utility are in­ 
volved in outdoor lighting. There 
is the im portant factor of safety 
as well. 
Safe Step# 
Light paths, drives and steps 
Paths th a t are used often should 
have priority when you install 
lights. 
Steps are more impor­ 
tan t than drives, but don’t ig 
nore the latte r either. 
Frequently used areas close to 
the 
house 
should 
be 
lighted. 
Stepping from a brightly lighted 
interior to a black exterior is 
dangerous 
because 
your 
eyes 
adjust slowly under such condi­ 
tions. 
Is your paving dark? 
Plan for 
more light than you would if it 
were light-colored. 
Plan Ahead 
Make a diagram of your yard, 
m arking off areas that are used 
frequently. 
Check 
paths 
and 
drives after dark to see which 
need light m ost and which can 
take advantage of other lights, 
such as street lights. 
Plan 
to 
install 
your lights 
either well above the ground or 
close to the ground. 
Do not in­ 
stall them at eye level. 
The 
glare will m ake them useless. 
High lights can be IO to 20 
feet above ground level. 
Use 
floodlamps or bulbs in flood re­ 
flectors so that large areas are 
lighted. 
A rrange them so that 
large areas overlap. Use w eath­ 
erproof sockets.

Flood lights can be mounted 
or the sides of buildings, on 
posts or even in trees, but with 
proper safety measures.
